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GHI Board Discusses Crime 
Watch and Parking Policy Changes

Police Chief Frank Hutson 
addressed the meeting of the 
board of directors of Green- 
belt Homes, Inc, on July 24 
at the board's invitation. 
Hutson, making some gener¬ 
al remarks on the status of 
crime in Greenbelt, said that 
“Greenbelt has its share of 
crime" but it is fortunate in 
not having a great deal of 
serious crime* He said he 
would like to see an active 
crime watch program in ev¬ 
ery neighborhood. He point¬ 
ed to Windsor Green, where 
a Neighborhood Crime 
Watch program had been in¬ 
stituted the previous even¬ 
ing, and to Lake wood/Wood¬ 
land Hills, which has an ac¬ 
tive crime watch. In re¬ 
sponse to a question, Hutson 
affirmed that crime watches 
in one part of the city tend 
to push crime into adjacent 
areas and that the many 
^Neighborhood Watch activi¬ 
ties now operating in the 
city (Boxwood, Greenbriar 
and Springhill Lake also 
have crime watch/crime pre¬ 
vention efforts) might push 
crime into GHI neighbor¬ 
hoods. 

President Margaret Hogensen 
recalled that efforts had been 
made two or three years ago to 
start a neighborhood watch in 
GHI but that the response had 
been insufficient to institute a 
program. She indicated that an¬ 
other attempt would be made. 
In reply to a question by Direc¬ 
tor Andrea Haslinger, Hutson 
said that 6-10 people would be 
enough to start a crime preven¬ 
tion program. 

Hutson also said that Greenbelt 
has its share of narcotics vio¬ 
lations* He hopes to have a new 
Selective Enforcement Unit in 
operation by October 1; it will 
be targeted in part against nar¬ 
cotics. 

Hutson reminded those present 
of the National Night Out crime 
prevention program which will 
be observed this year on August 
12. The program is a nationwide 
crime prevention effort which en¬ 
courages residents to turn on 
all outside lights and to get out¬ 
side with their neighbors to dem¬ 
onstrate an interest in preventing 
crime. He said he hoped to see 
everyone out on the street on 
August 12. 

In a question and answer per¬ 
iod, Hogensen said that one of 
the parking problems in GHI in¬ 
volves cars belonging to unknown 
persons which are parked in 
courts, sometimes for long per¬ 
iods of time. She said that GHI 
has trouble enforcing parking 
rules because it can’t find out 
the identity of the owners of 
these vehicles. Hutson said that 
the police department is prohib¬ 


ited by law from identifying ve¬ 
hicle owners except for a law 
enforcement purpose. Since GHI 
courts are private property, the 
police cannot ticket cars in the 
courts unless they are parked 
illegally — in a fire lane, for 
example. 

Member Don Volk asked about 
the possibility of putting officers 
on foot in the neighborhoods. 
Hutson outlined a recently in¬ 
stituted “Stop, Walk and Talk” 
program where the officers get 
out of their cars and talk to 
residents and look around the 
neighborhoods. However, he said 
foot patrols cannot 'be done regu¬ 
larly because they are not cost- 
effective. 

Parking Policy 

After Chief Hutson had fielded 
questions for almost half an hour, 
the board continued the discus¬ 
sion of a new parking policy 
which was started at the July 10 
meeting. The aim of the policy 
is to make available, where pos¬ 
sible, one reserved parking place 
(either a garage or a space) for 
each unit and to add parking 
spaces until each GHI neighbor¬ 
hood has approximately 1.86 
spaces per unit (counting court 
and street parking) in the im¬ 
mediate neighborhood. In a rath¬ 
er lengthy discussion, the board 
made considerable progress to¬ 
ward settling several points in 
the proposed new policy. 

Director Todd Amani suggest¬ 
ed that the right to lease a spe¬ 
cific garage should pass from 
one owner of a unit to the next. 
He maintained that this arrange¬ 
ment would ensure that a garage 
close to the unit would be avail¬ 
able to the occupant and he felt 
strongly that convenience is very 
important. Haslinger, however, 
argued that such a policy would 
mean that a long-time court 
resident who wanted a garage 
might never have a chance to 
rent one, while newcomers would 
immediately have the garages 
which “belonged” to their units. 
She favored the use of a court 
waiting list where there are not 
enough garages to go around. 

'Director Wayne Williams urged 
that seniority of residence in the 
court should be the criterion in¬ 
stead of seniority on the court 
waiting list. He said that waiting 
lists m ; ght not he current and 
can be the subject of “endless” 
criticism of the staff by members. 
However, Rayetta Henson, the 
staff member now in charge of

such lists, assured the board tha 
waiting lists are in use currently 
and appear to work satisfactorily. 

The board dealt with both these 
problems when, on a motion by 
Director Charles Hess, it voted 
4-3 that in courts where there 
is a shortage of garages, the 
person at the top of the court 
waiting list will have priority 
over a new member who moves 
into a unit which previously had 
a garage. In addition to Amani 
and Williams, Director Mac 
Wirick opposed the motion. He 
was, he said, “against the whole 
thing.” Instead of making a pol¬ 
icy for the entire co-op. he said 
he would prefer to see the policy 
applied to the “two or three 
courts which have a problem.” 

Member Nathan Shinderman 
queried the intent of the board 
that persons renting garages 
outside their own courts will be 
forced to terminate their leases. 
He said that these leases should 
be allowed to remain in force 
until the present renters give 
them up because "ex post facto 
rules cause bad feelings.” Ho¬ 
gensen, however, pointed out that 
the 'board can’t make a policy 
counting garages as parking 
spaces unless the garages are 
freed up for reassignment to 
count mem Iba n s. Shinderman 
thought that in its policy paper 
the board ought to spell out 
its plan to bump some members 
out of the garages they cur¬ 
rently rent. 

Director Nancy Hutchins 
raised the question of financing 
construction of additional park¬ 
ing spaces where needed and 
feasible. She queried whether 
cost would be assessed to separ¬ 
ate (masonry and frame) ac¬ 
counts, since the parking pro-b 
lems are concentrated in the

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Outstanding Citizen Award - 
A Part of Festival for Years

“Sometime in 1973 someone had an idea that this 
might be a nice thing to do, a way of recognizing what is 
special about this community . . . . ” That sentence ap¬ 
peared in a recent article in this paper concerning the origin 
and history of Greenbelt’s Outstanding Citizen award. Un¬ 
fortunately, two things were wrong with that statement: 
The idea occurred, in fact, in 1971, though the first award 
was not granted till two years later. And not one but two 
someones had something to do with how this project came 
about. 


Katherine Keene says that the 
idea came to her because in the 
earlier years of the Labor Day 
P'estival, most recognition went 
to whoever was chosen as Miss 
Greenbelt — always a young girl 
who, whatever her merit, had 
neither experience nor years 
enough to have made a real con¬ 
tribution to her community. On 
the other hand, Greenbelt was full 
of citizens whose volunteer work 
had made a difference to the 
town itself and to others here. It 
seemed important to find a way 
to recognize such contributions. 
Keene claims that the idea came 
from her, but she credits David 
Lange as the one who developed 
it. 

Lange agrees, fn sorting 
through old files from his years 
of work with the Labor Day Fes¬ 
tival. he put together the follow¬ 
ing story: 

As Vice-chairman of the Labor 
Day Festival Committee, Lange 
sent a letter to then retired for¬ 
mer City Manager Charles Mc¬ 
Donald. confirming McDonald's 
agreement to head an ad hoc 
committee to draw up guidelines 
for a process to choose the re¬ 
cipient uf an Outstanding Citizen 
award. What criteria should be 
established, the letter asked, and 
on what basis should judges be 
chosen to grant the award ? What 
form should the award itself 
take ? The letter, which was 
dated July 27, 1971. named the 
other members to serve on the 
committee: Vincent 'Caruso, Sue 
Lange, Katherine Keene, and 
Leonie Penney. On August 14, 
the committee met to carry out 
its mission. 

“Why we waited two more 
years to select the first winner, 

I don't recall,” Lange now says,

“However, I suspect that time 
was really too limited in 1971 to 
solicit nominations and evaluate 
them.” Certainly that reason 
seems likely. There would have 
been slightly under three weeks 
to bring the whole thing off. 

Lange remembers very well, 
however, why no award was giv¬ 
en in the following year. In 1972 
the Festival Steering Committee 
decided to honor two of Green- 
belt’s very senior citizens—both 
in their nineties—“Pop” Cipriano 
and Jerry Goddin. {Jerry had 
worked for many decades as jan¬ 
itor for the commercial buildings 
in what was then called simply 
the Center; “Pop,” a nearby 
farmer, had always taken an ac¬ 
tive role in all Greenbelt cele¬ 
brations. The two men rode to¬ 
gether as honorary marshals in 
the 1972 Labor Day parade.) 

Criteria Established 

Most of the criteria drawn up 
by the McDonald committee for 
selection of judges and as quali¬ 
fications for nominees have con¬ 
tinued through the years. Judges 
must be residents of Greenbelt, 
as must the nominees. (A special 
award might be made, the com¬ 
mittee decided, for a former resi¬ 
dent, if so desired.) Judges had 
to he at least 18 years old. (At 
one time the possibility of nam¬ 
ing a junior award was consid¬ 
ered. In such a case, a judge 
from that age group would be 
desirable, the committee thought. 
No such award has ever been 
given, however.) 


One or two awards might be 
given, the committee report 
states, “for female and/or male 
adults (age 21 and over).” That 
flexibility made possible the joint 
award won by A1 and Elaine 
Skolnik in 1974. In all other years 
the award has been won by a 
single recipient. 

“A city or organizational em¬ 
ployee may be a recipient only for 
activities for which the employee 
is not paid,” the committee report 
states — a stipulation still in 
effect.
